At this first station of the Society 
she uitssionaries arrived 6th of March, 
1797, and tere favourably recéived : 
they laboured with little apparent suc- 
cess till lately ; but after fifteen years’ 
»erseverance there is reason to believe 
that manv are converted. About 700 
nersons have renouticed idolatry, and 
worship the living and true God.— 
They attend the preaching of the 
Gospel, and observe the Lord’s day. 
They are distinguished from their 
countrymen by the name of “ Bure 
Atua,” or the Praying People. 

There ave, also, in the school about 
660 persons, chiefly adults. Many of 
the chiefs are among the number who 
have renounced idolatry ; and the 
chiefs ofseveral other islands are desi- 
rous of receiving missionaries.

He made considerable 
progress in translating the Scriptures 
into the Burinan language, and ob- 
tained permission of the Emperor to 
Set up a press for printing them ; but 
was required, for that purpose, to re- 
move to Ava, the Capital, about 500 
miles east of Calcutta. ‘Two stations, 
it was hoped, would be thus establish- 
edin Burmah, at the two extremities

of the empire. Mr. Carey expressed 
his intention of translating the Scvrip- 
tures into the languages, also, of Siam 
aud Pegu. 

But he has now withdrawn from adl 
immediate concern in the missien, 
and acts in a medical capacity im 
the Court of Burmah, baving been ap-~ 
pointed a grandee of the empire. 

Before this took place, be had been 
joined by Mr. Judson, who was sent 
out to india by the American Board 
of Missions ; but having in India uni- 
ted himself to the Baptist Society, he 
was placed at Rangoon. The Amer- 
ican Baptist Board of Missions have 
now taken this mission under their im- 
mediate care, and have seat Mr. 
Hough to assist Mr. Judson. 

In March, 1814, the city was redu- 
ced to ashes, for the second time since 
the establishment of the mission in 
1807. ‘The mission-house and print- 
tg press were preseryed from the 
flames.

AFRICAN MISSION. 


A letter has lately been received 
from Mr. Ebner, the missionary em- 
ployed at Arricaner’s Krall, dated 
Aug. 28, 1816, from which the follow- 
ing extracts are made: 

‘Very interesting must be the good 
news from the shores of Africa to 
you, and to every one who loves the 
Lord Jesus and his word—very inte- 
resting, that so many sinners are con- 
veried to Ciirist our beloved Saviour, 
whose arms are stiil stretched out to 
embrace them, and that Africa is also 
stretching out its desiving hands to 
their blessed God and Redeemer. I 
never found the word so impressive 
on the hearts of my hearers as since | 
have been here with Africaner. The 
Spirit of God works with power upon 
their hearts. Lam astonished; I can- 
not describe what I have experienced 
since I came hither.” 

Mr. Ebner tien refers to the con- 
ductof a person of influence, who had 
once been friendly, but had not only 
refused to attend the preaching of 
the word, but had used his influence 
to prevent others, and whose hostility 
was greatly feared. The missionary, 
however, after fervent prayer to God 
for success, went to the residence of 
that person, accompanied by four of 
his pious people, when, by the blessing 
of God on his prayers, preaching, and 
conversation, the adversary was soft- 
ened, and became a friend. On 
which Mr. Ebner says, ‘ Thanks be to 
God for his Almighty assistance. He 
is the Governor of the world, the ruler 
of our hearts, the friend of needy sin- 
ners,tand their helper in all their*dis- 
tresses! We have seen his hand. God 
our Saviour has been with us, and 
strengthened us; and if he be for us, 
who can be against us ?* 

The converted natives around Mr. 
Ebner’s residence, thus express them- 
selves: 

‘In Jesus we find all our life, com- 
fort, joy, peace and happiness. Wigh- 
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oui Jesus, we cannot live: were we 
to be again without him, we should 
lyse our immortal souls. There is no 
refuge, nor help, nor rest, nor salva- 
tion, but in our gracious Redeemer.’ 
‘I find, by constant experience, that 
nothing makes so mach impression en 
the hearts of my hearers, as speaking 
to them of the dying love of Clivist— 
what he did for peor sinners—his 
sreat patience, and long suilering ; 
that breaks their hearts—ihat melts 
them into tears, so that old and young 
trequently cry eut, * Jesus, help us ! 
Mr. Ebner speaks of several meet- 
ings heid about Whitsuntide, in which 
the people were deeply affected, much 
in the same manner as was related of 
the people of Bethelsdorp a few vears 
ago; many’ weeping, some falling pros- 
trate on the ground, and others 
uttering strong cries; so that he 
was sometimes obliged to desist 
from speaking. Om one occasion 
he says, ‘ when I was pronouncing the 
blessing of the Lord on three persons 
who had been baptized, a general 
weeping commenced: all went out, 
one by one, and I was left alone, (like 
our Lord, John viii. 9.) I stood amaz- 
ed, saying to myself, what meaneth 
this! When [ returned to my house, I 
found some of them praying, others 
with their eyes fixed on the ground, 
and gthers lay upon it as if they were 
about to expire. But it is impossible 
to describe the scene; he who never 
saw such a one cannot form an idea of 
it, and probably some will not believe 
it. And because similar circumstan- 
ces occurred elsewhere (meaning at 
Bethelsdorp) I was unwilling to write 
this, fearing that some would discredit 
the relation; yet, on second thoughts, 
I determined to write the truth. You, 
my dear fathers, will doubtiess rejoice ; 
and hew would it gladden your hearts 
could you see and hear these poor 
people offering up their prayers with 
burning zeal.’ 
It may be expected that these con- 
verts, so lately rude and untaught sav- 
ages, willexpress themselves in a man- 
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ner very different from ours; but the 
following are remarkably stiiktg, 
while perhaps they will extort a smiie : 
Oid africaner thus expressed him- 
self :— 1 am glad that] am delivered, 
I have long enough been the horse of 
the devil, who employ ed me in his ser- 
vice; but now I am free from his bon- 
dage. Jesus hath delivered me, him 
will I serve, and wi h him I will abide.’ 
Now, like Anna, who departed not 
from the temple, he does not omit at- 
tendance on any religious service. 
Some of the converts thus describe 
the heart of man: ‘ Our heart,’ say 
they, ‘is by nature like a Tendelnoos,a 
tinder-box. When the bex is shut, there 
is no life in the Under; but as soon as we 
open the box, and strike with the flint 


and steel, the sparksenkindle the tinder. 


Thus is our heart, by nature, shut up 
like the box, and dead in trespasses 
and sins; but when the spirit ot God 
comes, he opens the heart, takes away 
the cover, and kindles it with his beev- 
enly sparks,’ 

They also allude to the custom of 
serpents. “ When the serpent creeps 
out of her old skin, she forsakes also. ‘ 
her old hole, and never returns to at — 
again; thus, say they, we must skin 
off our old sins; creep out of our old 
state; livea new life ; and never more 
return to our former state.’ 

Mr. Ebner says, he has now about 
fifty hearers, and about thirty attend 
the school ; but he has reason to ex- 
pect a considerable addition ; others, 
before referred to, having been kept 
back. ‘if you could See,’ says Mr. 
E. ‘the great hunger and thirst of the 
people for the word, you would hear- 
tily rejoice, I can almost Say, with 

our Saviour, ‘ Where much is forgiv- 
en, they love much ;’ and with the a- 
postle ‘Paul, ‘ Where sin abounded, 
grace doth much more abound,’ 

Whoever reco}lects that on this spot, 
where Africaner was oncc the terror 
ef the surrounding country, a Chris- 
tian Church is established, wil! hearti- 
ly rejoice and give glory to God, 
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DOMESTIC INTELLIGENCE. 
“xtract from the Proceedings of the 
General Association of Connecti- 
cut, June 1817. | 
Pastoras address to the Churches and 
Congregations. 


The General Association of Con- 
necticut, having paid attention to the 
present state of religien and morals, 
within their limits, deem it proper to 
call the attention of the churches and 
congregations under their care to these 
important subjects. 

It is a painful conviction, which, 
from various evidences, has forced it- 
self upon us, that the sin of intemper- 
ance, for a season checked in its pro- 
gress, is now again gaining ground ; 
and that the use of profane language, 
and the profanation of the Sabbath, 
though less flagrant and extensive 
than formerly, are still lamentably 
prevalent. 

To prevent the increase, and aid in 
the reformation of these evils, the As- 
sociation think proper to renew the 
former recommendations on these 
subjects ; particularly, that the pas- 
tors of the churches give, on the Sab- 
bath, instruction and admonition on 
these points ; that they will scrupv- 
Jously abstain from the use of ardent 

spirits in all ecclesiastical meetings, 
and that offering them, as an act “of 
hospitality, by the families of their 
charge, be considered as unnecessary 
and inexpedient ; and that all profes- 
sors of religion be eareful in their ex- 
ample on this subject, and in respect 
io the observatiou of the Sabbath to 
abstain from the very appearance of 
evil. We would also renew the re- 
commendation, that in the exchange 
of ministerial labour on the Sabbath, 
no travelling be indulged on that day, 
but such as; is a plain dictate of ne- 
cessity or mercy. 

The Association recommend, that 
continual and increased exertions be 
ynace, by associations and otherwise, 
for the support of the laws, and the 
suppression of immorality : particu- 
larly, that a check may be given to 


the very great and extended evil of 


vending ardent spirits in small quanti. 
ties, by licenced houses, contrary to 
law. Facts have repeatedly come to 
our knowledge, which evince the great 
efficacy of the laws, respecting interi- 
perate persons, when promptly exe- 
cuted ; both to restrain those who 
were in danger of becoming intemper- 
ate ; to reform those who were al- 
ready so, and to leave their in- 
dustry, and the fruits of it, for their 
families ; ; and thus to exempt our so- 
cieties from heavy taxation for the 
support of the poor. 

‘l'o the foregoing means of reforma- 
tion, the Association recommend 
the addition of Tract Secieties, a 
cheap but efficacious mode of exerting 
2 moral influence upon the community 

For the purpose of improvement in 
religion, we recommend, that par- 
ticular attention be paid, in all our 
congregations, to children and young 
people ; that appropriate discourses 
be addressed to the youth ; that asso 
clations of young men be caceulaged, 
for the purpose of literary, moral, and 
religious improvement ; that increas- 
ed attention be paid to ‘the catecheti- 
cal instruction of children; particu- 
larly, that the churches co-operate 
with the pastors, by the appointment 
of catechists, to superintend, on the 
Sabbath, under their direction, an ef- 
ficient system of instruction ; that 
special attention be paid to catecheti- 


eal instruction of children, by heads of 


families, and also to secure the atten- 
tion of their children and servants up- 
on the worship of God, on the Lord’s 
day ; and that attention be paid by 
the churches, and by charitable asso- 
ciations, to the children of the poor, 
to provide them with decent clothing, 
and secure their regular attendance 
on the public worship of God. We 
recommend, that children be instruct- 
ed in that most excellent summary of 
Christian doctrine, the Assembly's 
horter Catechism, and afterwards in 
the Biblical Catechism, compiled by 
the Rev. W. R. Weeks, or such other 
Catechism as the pastors may select. 
Put after all that can be cone, in 
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communicating the rudiments of reli- 
cious knowledge, the Association are 
sensible, that the special influence of 
the Holy Spirit is indispensable to give 
saving eflicacy to mstruction ; and 
they do, therefore, recommend earn- 
estiv, that the churches, without delay 
and without exception, enter upon a 
course of exertion, with special refer- 
ence to obtaining the outpouring of 
the Holy Spirit, and the revival of re- 
Higton 3 and that, as the means of ob- 
taining so great a blessing » partigular 
cave be taken to maintain the eflica- 
cy of gospel discipline in the churches ; 
that a universal attention be paid, if 
possible, to the monthiy concert of 
prayer ; and that the afternoon of 
Tharsday preceding the first Sab- 
hath of September be set apart, to be 
observed, by all the churches as a sea- 
son of special supplication to Almigh- 
ty God, that he will grant us, the year 
io come, in all our congregations, re- 
vivals of religion more powerful and 
clorious than we have ever experi- 
enced. 

Little, we trust, need be said to il- 
justrate the importance of attending 
to the preceding recommendatwns. 
‘They are ever obvious Christian du- 
ties, although no exigence of danger 
demanded attention to them. But we 
notice, with pain, the diminished in- 
fluence of the Spirit in many of our 
churches the past year, and the con- 
sequent eommencement of a decline 
in religion and morals, the first symp- 
tom of which should fill us with alarm, 
and call forth efforts to prevent a fall, 
attended with such calamities, and 
which it is so much easier to prevent 
than to retrieve. The promises of 
God also are ainple. ‘They assure us 
that our Jabour shall wot be in vain in 
the Lord ; and that we shajl reap if 
we faint not; and the providence of 
God, at the present day, is a glorious 
illustration of his covenant faithful 
ness. Our labour is not in vain. Be- 
fore we have time to faint by hope 
deferred, every field which we ull 
whitens for the harvest. Sowing and 
reaping are so nearly cotemporane- 
ous events, that both he that soweth, 
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and he that reapeth, rejoice together. 

We entreat you then, brethren, to 
enter heartily and immediately upon 
the work of reformation, and of im- 
provement in religion ; to enter upon 
it, humbled by past neglect, alarmed 
by symptoms of begun declension, ini- 
pressed with a sense of your insufli- 
ciency to effect any thing without Je- 
sus Christ, and confident of his suffi- 
ciency,a und praying, nothing doubting, 
that he will betow upon you his bene- 
diction. 


Re port of the Slate of Religion. 


In taking a general view of ihis sub- 
ject, we find many things to lament, 
and must, on the whole, present a less 
favourable and animating account 
than was gwen the last year. Many 
great revivals, which then existed, 
particularly in the northwestern pi arts 
of the State, have ceased, and the af- 
fection and zeal of professors have 
sensibly declined ; some errors have 
been zealously propagated ; andsome 
vices, which. had been checked in pre- 
ceding years, are now increasing. 
‘The ho! y Sabbath and ordinances of: 
the Lor dj are by many neglected, and 
by others profaned ; the beunties of 
Providence perverted ; and divers 
sins, to av alarming decree. are prev- 
alent. These evils illustrate the jus- 
tice of God in the public judgments 
we have experienced. We have to 
regret the dismission of an unusual 
number of ministers, trom the people 
of their charge; and also deeply to 
deplore the removal of some of the 
greatest and best of men fro.n the ser- 
vice of the church on earth. 

Still, we have no reason to faint. 
ble who takes a Moses can raise up 
aJoshua. Itis an occasion of much 
joy that peace pervades our churches ; 
that harmony exisis among the mem- 
bers, and unity of sentiment among 
the pastors. Charitable societies are 
numerous, and exist not in vame only, 
but powerfwily aid the couse of the Re- 
deemer. The monthly concert, and 
other meetings for prayer; female 
societies and exertions ; «+ s0ciations 


ef youth: and the eflorts of pious 
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school instructors ; all subserve the 
interests of ‘Zion. Most of those, who 
in years past, have named the name 
of Christ, hold on their way. If God 
lias not so greatly increased the 
churches, the past as in the preced- 
ing year, he has established and 
strengthened them, and may have 


been } preparing them for a harvest of 


souls. ‘Phat he has not forsaken them 
is manifest from the outpouring of his 
Spirit in many places. 

Revivals, in a greater or less degree, 
have been experienced in every Asso- 
ciation in the State ; more especially 
in those of New Haven, New London, 
Windham, and Tolland. The towns 
and parishes most favoured are Wa- 
terbury, Mount Carme!, Umphrey- 
ville, Milford, New Lendon, Lyme, 
Hampton, Mansfield, Westminster, 
Tolland, Hebron, Seuth Coventry, 
Andover, East Windsor north society, 
and Canton. 

By labours performed under the 
direction of the Domestic Missionary 
Society, several waste places are build-~ 
ing up, and the desolations of many 
generations are repairing. On the 
churches in some other places, “ the 
sun of righteousness has arisen with 
healing in his wings.” Whilst we la- 
ment existing evils, what we have ex- 
perienced of the goodness of God, and 
of the power of his grace, ought to ex- 
cite us to prayer, faithfulness, and holy 
zeal in the cause of our divine Lord. 
By the delegates from the general As- 
sembly of the Presbyterian Church 
the most animating accounts were 
given. So great displays of divine 
grace have never been made within 
their bounds. ‘Zion extends her hands 
and triumphs im the cross. In the 
city of Troy alone, more than five 
hundred have been visibly added to 
the Lord. In Newark, Elizabeth- 
town, Orange, and various other pla- 

es, the success of the gospel! has been 
scarcely less illustrious. 

The Report of the delegation from 
Massachusetts Proper presents, in 
many respects, a favourable view of 
the church in that region. Though 


.they lament the coldness of some, 


they rejoice in the fervency of others, 
In various places there have been re- 
vivals of religion ; and the doctrines 
of the cross are gradually triumphing 
over error and sin. 

Though the accounts of the gener- 
al Association of New Hampshire are 
less favourable than thev were in fov- 
mer years, yet there also are soine 
signal displays of divine power and 
love. Many churches have been re- 
freshed, and many sinners constrain- 
ed te bow at the foot of the cross. 

From Vermont most pleasing infor. 
mation was given. Inall the counties 
in the State, except one, there have 
been rovivals tke past year. In par- 
ticular towns, from thirty to more than 
two hundred souls are supposed to 
have been born into the kingdom of 
the divine Redeemer; and in the 
whole State between three and four 
thousand. 

Throughout the churches, in con- 
nection with this body, the monthly 
concert of prayer is generally observ- 
ed ; and in many instances God has 
manifestly answered the united sup- 
plications of his church, in rich com- 
munications of his grace 

Upon the whole, the friends of Zion 
have great cause for joy and gratitude ; 
and the most animating encourage- 
ment to redouble their exertions, and 
unitedly come up to the help of the 
Lord. Who knoweth, brethren, wheth- 
er you have come to the kingdom of 
Christ, for such a time as this ? Should 
you altogether hold your peace at this 
time, then shall enlargement and de- 
liverance arise to Israel from another 
place. The work willadvance. The 
counsels of the Lerd shall stand. Zi- 
on shall be established through the 
whole earth. Can any pray to be ex- 
cused from taking a part in this glori- 
ous work ? Jesus is riding forth in the 
chariotof the gospel conquering and to - 
conquer. Shortly Satan shall be bruis- 
ed under his feet, yea bruised under 
the feet of all his saints. ‘Then they 
that be wise shall shine as the firma- 
ment, and they that turn many to 
righteousness, as the stars forever and 
ever.

wailing in faith for the accomplishment 
ot this blessed promise are the accounts 
we daily receive from our new settlements. 
‘Those who have contributed by their 
prayers and their substance to the support 
of missions among our destitute brethren in 
this country, mus: find a rich reward for the 
liivie they have dene, in the assurance that 
thei labour of love has not been jn vain in 
the Lord. Who will undertake to estimate 
the blessings which have already descen- 
ced, and which will continue to descend 
tothe thousandth generation on our rising 
coun ry, through the instrumentality of the 
tev missionaries of the cross, that have been 
sent trom New Engiand into our new set- 
ticments. Wherever they have gone, the 
biessings Of Heaven have accompanied 
tieir labours. In most places, of late, 
viiere churches have been established and 
s cieties formed for religious and moral 1m- 
provement, God, who is more willing to 
bes'ow His Spirit than we are to ask for it, 
has crowned their exertions by pouring out 
itis spirit and reviving His work amoug 
them. How vast the difference to the ris- 
jay generatton—how changed the prospects 
of such atown or country where God has 
erected an aliar to His Name, even to the 
thousaacth generation. In place of those 
who feared aot God and regarded not his 
Sabbaths nor His statutes, we now behold 
those who are to be the fathers and the 
founders of towns and provinces walking in 
the fear of God and training up their chil- 
dren in the nurture and admonition of the 
Lord, and teaching them the command- 
ments of Him who hath said ** Lama jeal-

Treat made the inéroductory prayer—ihe 
Rev. Thomas Barn preached the sermon 
from Matth. ix. 36. Bui when he saw the niul- 
litudes, he wa moved with compassion on them, 
because they fainted and were scaliered abroad 
as sheep having no shepherd—the Rev. Giles 
H. Cowles made the consecrating prayer— 
the Rev. John Seward gave the charge— 
the Rev. Harvey Coe gave the right hand 
of fellowship—and the Rev. Simeon Wood- 
ruff made the concluding prayer. Although 
there was considerable rain on the day of 
ordination, yet there was a large concourse 
of people present, and they manifested 
their interest by profound and serious at- 
tention to the exercises of the day. Itisa 
pleasing fact that the Lord is raising up and 
sending forth labourers into his vineyard, 
and thatthe wilderness and solitary place 
is made glad. We hope that New Con- 
necticut will be a bursery for a great num- 
ber of faithful Missionaries, and that they 
shall go.forth as heralds of the cross to pro- 
claim peace on earth and good will to men. 
The Connecticut Reserve Bible Sorie/y 
met at Burton, June 11, and also the — 
necticut Reserve Moral Society the sane 
day. The Reports of these Societies were 
favourable, and some important resolutions 
were passed by the Moral Society. The 
state of Morals is rapidly hecoming better ; 
but stall in some places there are many 
things to be lamented. The Bev. Simeon 
Weodruff preached a sermon before the Bi- 
ble Society from Dan. ii. 35. last part. ** The 
stone that smote the image became a great 
mountain and filled the whole earth”? A 
sermon was also preached before the Moral 
Society, by the Rev. Harvey Coe, from Isa. 
Ivii. 14. ** Take up the stumbling block out 
of the way of my people.” Both sermons 
were appropriate and impressive. May the 
Lord bless them to the benefit of all con- 
cerned, May the earth spéedily be filled 
with the knowledge and glory of God. 
3 am peculiarly gratified, my deat 
to learn that the Religious Intelli- 
ee ancer is rapidly extending itsinfluence 
over the United States. I sineer ely hope 
you may long be permitted to send 
forth God tidings os ereal joy, which 
shall be to all people. 3: wey we ma¥ 
exclaim with rapture, “ The Lord 
reigns, let ihe earth nice? The 
words of Christ to his discipies are pe- 
culiarly applicable to us. “ Blessed 
are your eyes for they see, and your 
ears for they hear. For verily I SAV 
unto you, that many prophets, and

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*hings which we bear and have not 
nerd them.” We are permitted to 
see and hear many things which even 
the disciples themselves did not see 
or hear. Whenever before, since the 
creation of the world, did the word of 
the Lord have such Jree course, and was 
so extensively glorifed as it is now? 
Wien were so many benevolent as- 
sociations formed for the purpose of 
benefiting mankind ? When has there 
ever been so many and so extensive 
revivals of religion ? When such ex- 
ertians to educate pious young men 
for the gospel ministry ? When have 
such a number of Missionaries been 
sent forth to different parts of the 
earth, and their exertions crowned 
with such success as in our day? 
When were there so many Sabbath 
schools to instruct the poor and igno- 
rant, and poimt them ta brighter 
worlds? At what time until the nine- 
teenth Century has there been an In- 
stitution established for the purpose of 
educating heathen youths? Great 
things have already been done, with- 
in a few years, to enlighten mankind 
and promote their happiness. What 
has been done in times past for the 
benefit of men is small in comparison 
of what ought to be done, and what we 
have reason to expect will shortly be 
done. Christians have long been 
praying for the latter day glory ; 
and it now seems to be a prevalent 
opinion among them, that the day star 
has already risen, and that we are 
permitted to behold the dawn. 

Itis matter of peculiar joy, that so 
many plans are devised in different 
parts of the world to do good, and 
that every device for this purpose, 
when it hecomes extensively known: 
is speedily adopted by multitudes. 
Thus they become co-workers togeth- 
er with God, and every benevolent in- 
dividual may do something to benefit 
the whole family of man. 

Various exertions are making in 
different parts of our beloved country 
to furnish the means of education to 
voung men of talents. This is a very 
javourable omen for America. In

Ln order that this 
may be accomplished, there must be 
seminaries of learning of diflerent 
destriptions established and richly 
endowed. Iwas pleased to observe 
iu the Religious Intelligencer, page 
814, vol. L. the following quotation 
from the Panoplist: “ The Grand River 
Presbytery, during their session in 
eb. formed themselves into a society 
for the education of pious young men, 
and appointed a Committee to publish 
an address upon the subject.” (This 
has been published in the Warren pa- 
per.) “ The subject of the estabtish- 
ment of a College in New Connecti- 
cut has lately begun to interest the 
attention of the public. Thus vou 
see, dear Sir, that this new country ts 
prospéring.” 

The coptemplated College mention- 
ed by my fellow labourer in the min- 
istry, itis believed, will at length, by 
the blessing of God, become 2n im- 
portant nursery of science and reli- 
gion. It is yetin tts infaney, and its 
funds are small; but we hope it may 
soon find many worthy patrons, who 
will delight to bring into operation a 
Seminary which may be of incalcula- 

le benefit to this western country. 
Itis not designed as a rival to any 
other Institution of the kind: but te 
promote the cause of literature and the 
general good of our common country. 
We hope that in process of time a 
Theological Seminary may be estab- 
lished in the Connecticut Reserve, 
which may in some way be connect 
ed with the College; and that these, 
like two beautiful sisters may attract 
2 notice and gain the Jove of the whole

It may perhapsserve the good cause 
in which so many thousands are en- 
gaged, to insert, in your useful paper, 

the follow: ing statement: 














Elniira, situated on both sides the 
Tioga or Chemung River, has been 
settled about 30 years. It has enjoy- 
ed much Missionary and stated Gos- 
pel labour. Some seasons of more 
than ordinary attention to religion, 
have been experienced. A Church 
of Christ, professing the orthodox 

aith, has existed here, in the different 
staies of prosperity and adversity, for 
about 20 years; and although ther e is 
at present no special concern mant- 
fesied about the salvation of the soul, 
or any extraordinary religious awa- 
kening ; yet, there are some indic ace S 
that God is preparing the way for t 
cominunication of the spiritual bles S- 
sings Of the Gospel to our perishing 
souls. There is a spirit of jiberality 
and of doing good to the Zion of our 
God inanifested, which is very unusual. 

Last summer there was formed, in 
this Town, a Female Bible and Edu- 
cation Society, the Object of which is, 
to multiply the copies of the Holy 
Scriptures in this region, and to aid in 
educating poor and pious young men 
for the Gospel Minisiry. ‘Last fail a 
branch of the Youth’s Missionary So- 
ciety for the Western Country was 
organized here, and a few days sincea 
Female Society was organized for the 
benefit of the mission at Bombay.— 
These societies are respectable for 
numbers and zeal. 

Ye have established two Sabbath 
schools with very animating prospecis, 
under the direction and tuition of pi- 
ous and accomplished Females. 

The inhabitants of the Town are 
now erecting two Meeting-houses for 
public divine worship, in different 
parts of the town, and supporting two 
Presbyterian Ministers. Although we 
merit nothing; yet God graciously wa- 
ters those who water others; and we 
cannot out hope, that ke will open the 
windows ot heaven and pour us out a 
blessing. Our praying people, under 
these circumstances, are greatly ani- 


mated and encouraged to wrestle and 
persevere in their supplications to the 
throne of Grace.

BIBLES FOR SEAMEN. 

To the Editor of the Evangelical Magazine. 

Siz,—In vour valuable Magazine, 
some months back, I was rejoiced to 
fiuda plan proposed fur distributing 
the word of God among the seamen 
in the Merchant’s service. I wish it 
God-speed! [have been brought up to 
the sea; and, in the course of forty 
years, have experienced many wen- 
derful deliverances; butin every dif- 


ficulty I always found my Bible that 


which enabled me to trust in him whom 
a and seas obey. In every storm 

I sought direction from it, and never 
was disappointed: it is the seamen’s 
true guide. I therefore endeavoured 


to impress its value on the minds of 


my children, that they might contin- 
ue to seek directions trem it, as t had 
done. 

In 1814, my son sailed from Lon- 
don for Canada. When ke got as far 
as the Banks of Newfoundland, the 
ship sprung aleak. The wind be- 
iug contrary, they bore up, to ply 
the pumps the betier. Being a sinall 
vessel, they could relieve but one at a 
time ; which they coutinued to do for 
six de is and nights. In this period 
they broke up and hove overboard a 
great part of the cargo; yet the water 
gained to four feet. At eight 1 the 
evening of the sixth day, it being my 
son’s turn to be relieved, he, with his 
passengers, went down to wrestle with 
God in prayer, which, with reading 
the Scriptures, was thew usual eve- 
uing’s employ. Before the time ex- 
pired that he was to return to the 
pump, they Were condoling with each 
other, and had given over all hopes 
that they would be able to keep the 
ship through the night. As they were 
Standing one on each side the table 
on which the Bible was laid, he open- 
ed the precious book, and the first 
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passage that met his eye was Acts 
xxvii, 22. “Now I exhort you to be 
of goed cheer, for there shall be no 
loss of any man’ life amongst you, lin. 
the ship.” ‘They encouraged each 
other with these words, aud returned 
to the pump; and thougli hefore, he 

says, their arms were ready toiall frou 
their sockets, their fears now fled, 
their strength was renewed, and they 
believed that the Lord would deiiv- 
er them. 

In the course of the night the wind 
fell, and the weather became tine.— 
When day appeared, the man at the 
helm called out “A sail !”—and to 
their grest joy the vessel was steering 
direct for them. ‘They laid to, (as it 
is termed,) took to their boats, and 
had but just time to save themselves 
aud clothes; for a few hours after they 
had got on board the other ship, they 
saw their own go down. This is an 
iustance of the value of the Bible.— 
Though I am no advocate for cutting, 
as some have done, to find a promise 
to our case: but had they not posses- 
sed the Bible, and made it “ the man 
of their counsel,” they could not have 
taken the encourageiment from it. 

In this case, It not only strengthened 
their faith, but imparte “d, as it appears 

ed, bodily strength also. 1 rejoice, 
therefore, at the proposal. May the 
Lord make it effectual to the turning 
some from their vain courses! For a 
seaman to go without a Bible, he may 
as well go without achart: but taking 
it for his guide, he need not fear, fou 
in the greatest extremity he will find 
in it a course laid down, that will in 
the end direct him in safety io the ha- 
ven of Eternal rest. It is my sincere 
desire and prayer tNat every broihe: 
sailor may avail himself of this most 
valuable direction, and abide by its 
truths. HadJavoiceto reach them 
all 1 would say, * ‘Fempt not the faith- 
less ocean without this pree lous guile — 
and to the owners I would say, * lath 
er attempt to send your ship without 
a rudder than hercrew without a Bi-
